Residents can look forward to a banner year in 
Bucks County during 1963 in three prominent areas 
—governmental, judicial and political. 
Tile county administration, now controlled by 
the Republican party, will start the New Year 
right in the county’s plush new $7,000,000 court­ 
house in Doylestown. 
Increasingly Complex 
Now that Bucks has acquired a third-class stat­ 
us and a new judicial wing, the business that is 
carried on within the towering wall is becoming 
increasingly complex. 
The judicial wing of the courthouse was dedicat­ 
ed last Sept. 29. It adds a new luster to the site 
on Monument Square. The adjoining office build­ 
ing was dedicated in May of I960. 


Some courthouse officials now feel that one of 
the biggest jobs which the county faces is this: 
To get the most for the tax dollar out of the num­ 
erous governmental bodies that have been estab­ 
lished within the last few years. 
Commissioner John J. Bodley remarked recent­ 
ly that one weighty problem would be to keep the 
various governmental agencies from duplicating 
one another's work. 
A facet of this problem, he said, is to confine 
the energies of the county agencies, preventing 
too fast an expansion. Bodley warned that there 
was always danger the county would overspend, 
thus outdistancing its tax base. 
Gathering Ammunition 
The Democrats, who will attempt to oust the 
Republicans from county offices next November, 
are already gathering ammunition for the 1963 
election battle. They are expected to hit hard at

Nikita Warns West: 
Stay Out Of Spat 


MOSCOW (UPI* — Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev, in a 
half-peaceful, half-bellicose New 
Year's toast, warned the West 
today to stay out of his spat with 
Commmunist China. 
The premier also said Ute Cu­ 
ban crisis proved that the Soviet 
army should be given "new mod­ 
em weapons.'" He did not elabor­ 
ate, but he warned that any West­ 
ern attack on Ute Soviet Union 
would trigger a retaliation caus­ 
ing the West's destruction "in a 
matter of hours—short hours.*" 
Khrushchev made his commme 
to 1,500 members of the Soviet 
elite and the Moscow diplomatic 
corps at the annual Kremlin New 
Year's Eve bail. He was in a gay 
and expansive mood and did not 


give the signal for the party to 
break up untU 3:30 a.m. 
Prior to the lavish banquet in 
the modernistic Palace of Con­ 
gresses ami the grand ball in the 
St. George Hall of the Kremlin 
palace, Khrushchev and Soviet 
President Leonia Brezhnev sent a 
New Year’s message to Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, expressing die hope 
for a “great improvement in re­ 
lations" during 1963.
